Charitable Act.. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Boston Journal sends that pajer the fol- 
lowing: 
Senator Stanford, In the opinion of his 


colleagues and of those about 'tlie Senate 
who watched him closely, has been dying 
for three years. He has never been a man 
of much physical vigor since hi entered 
the Senate. There has been a very marked 
and notable change In his condition in the 
last few years. 


When he first came to Washington he 


was a constant attendant upon the sessions 
of the Senate, and was generally credited 
with political aspirations. He was not a 
natural speaker, but It seemed to be his 
ambition to appear in the debates In the 
Senate. 


Once oij twice each year he Is reported 


In the Congressional Record as having 
made a speech. 
These arguments were 


always of a formal character, prepared in 
advance and read from printed slips in a 
formal, prosy way, Inaudible to most of 
the Senate and entirely so to those In the 
galleries, but Mr. Stanford took pains to 
see to it that the country should, not be 
without the benefit of his views npon the 
subjects which he printed. 
The printed 


slips from which his speech was read In 
the Senate were always In the possession 
of the newspapers long before the Senate, 
and were sometimes printed. The speeches 
were remarkable in their character. Some 
of them seemed justly subject to the criti- 
cism that they tended toward Socialism. 


Mr.Stanford'8 political aspirations seem 


to be rather outside ol all regular politi- 
cal organizations. There was a t me when 
it was suggested that he might aspire to 
the Presidential nomination of his party. 
But, 11 that thought1 were ever seriously 
(entertained, it is doubtless wan long since 
abandoned. 
Since the Farmers'Alliance 


movement was organized,. Mr.' Stanford 
has looked very kindly toward ttat organ- 
ization, and It known that! several ol the 
leaders of that organization took very 
kindly to him and were, very active in 
speaking his praises. 
There has been 


reason to believe, however, that their en- 
thusiasm for the wealthy Calif01 nlau had 
some relation to his purse. 
It has been stated In evidence on one or 


two occasions that newspapers which snp- 
•iported Alliance, theories, and men who 
went about ihe country apparently In the. 
Interest of Mr. Stanford's views and pos- 
sibly to promote Ibis Presidential asplra-, 
lions, derived their chief, If not their en- 
tire support from Mr. Stanford. The as- 
pirations of the California Senator In this 
regard iwere looked upon by many of his 
colleagues, who were bis dear friends, as 
vagaries. They were not always treated 
seriously, although there Is reajon to be- 
lieve that until Mr. Stanford's feebleness 
increased so much as It has In late years, 
these aspirations were a verv serious 
matter to him. The views which he took 
'of the distribution of wealth werj to some 
extent Communistic. 


Mr. Stanford was never a conspicuous 


figure to the Senate. During much of his 
tlnle there he was chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Public Buildings and Qronnds. 
TMa was a place lor whtbh he- was well 
fitted by his business qualifications.
